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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not deemed persuasive 
to overcome the rejections of record. 

The response states that BAB1 551 1 reference merely discloses an amino acid sequence obtained by translation of the cDNA 
sequence of clone KAT10759 and it does not indicate that Watanabe et al. isolated the claimed protein from signet-ring cell carcinoma. 
Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not persuasive. While BAB15511 does not discuss isolation of the protein, 
the disclosure of the protein sequence would enable a person of ordinary skill in the art to at once envisage the isolated protein. Moreover, 
because the protein is a human protein, it would be glycosylated. Therefore, BAB15511 anticipates claim 1. 

Accession no. Q9H5V8 anticipates the claimed protein for the same reasons discussed above for BAB1 551 1 . 

Because of these reasons, the rejections are deemed proper and therefore maintained. 
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
